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RESOLUTION PUT IN HOUSE 
DENOUNCES GREAT BRITAIN. 


Deitrick Urges President to Take 
Immediate Action to Put Stop to 


“Many A ” 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.] 
—Representative Frederick 8, Deitrick of 
Massachusetts, a Democrat, introduced 
a resolution im the house today that 
breathed defiance at Great Britain. The 
resolution was the hottest document that 
has been presented to congress since war 
started in Europe, and was generally cen- 
sured by Democratic leaders. It was im- 
mediately pigeonholed. " 

Mr. Deitrick recited a mumber of acts 
of Great Britain that he says have been 
offensive to the United States. He called 
upon Great Britain to give assurances 
within sixty days that it would abandon 
the course that Mr. Deltrick asserted had 
affronted the dignity of the government. 
The resolution said: 

“Recently, upon three occasions, the 
acts and alliances of Great Britain have | 
materially contrifuted in placing the 
United States on the brink of War with 
friendly nations. She has by her inde- 
fensible policy in the present war creat- 
ed a condition In the Atlantic ocean which 
tends seriously to involve the United 
States with friendly: nations. 

“Troops to codperate with the British 
army in the European war are now being 
drilled in Canada, which makes Canada 
subject to attack by the German allies 
and thus constituting a great menace to 
our safety. 

‘She hes used the Panama Canal Zone 
and the waters within its territorial wat- 
ers as a signal and supp!y station for her 
warships. She has misused our nationa! 
flag, hoping thereby to involve us in a 
war with friendly nations. 

‘“*In short, her whole nationnl course 
of action toward the United States has 
been one which threatens destruction to 
our vital interests. 

** Now, therefore, be it resolvedithat the 
president of the United States be direct- 
ed to require the kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain within sixty days from the passage 
of this resolution to give him satisfactory 
assurances which he shall transmit to 
congress that the course of action on the 
part of the kingdom of Great Britain re- 
ferred to herein shall be discontinued.”’

In the 
wood near Melincourt, between the Ar- 
gonne and the Meuse, the enemy again 
sprayed one of our advanced trenches 
with burning liquid, necessitating the 
abandonment of the trench, the occu- 
pants of which were seriously burned, 
A counter attack immediately checked 
the Germ ins, who suffered losses, includ- 
ing a number of prisoners. 

“In the dunes near Lombaertzyde one 
of our patrols captured a German trench, 
killed the occupants, and took a machine

‘*In Champagne our progress of Friday 
evening to the north of Mesnil-les-Hurlus 
has made us masters of 500 yards of Ger- 
man trenches, where we captured two 
machine guns and one quick firer.

Syracuse, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The local at- 
torneye for Theodore Roosevelt, in the 
libel action brought againet the former 
president by Wililam Barnes Jr., today 
received copies of the bill of particulars 
which Col. Roosevelt haa filed in reply to 


‘| Mr. Barnes’ demand. 


Mr. Barnes called for a specification of 
‘the several matters in regard to which 
the administration of the state govern- 
ment of New York hae been inefficient, 
wasteful, and in some instances corrupt.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt replies that the periods 
referred to are the years 1911, 1912, 1913, 
and 1914. He bases hig information on 
an editorial published in-Mr. Barneg 
newspaper, and also on the tform 
adopted by the Republicans in the last 
state campaign, which charges the Demo- 
crats with gross abuses in administration 
| and legislation during the four years they 
were in power. 


Sustains Bipartisan Charges. 

Specifications are given by Col. Roose- 
velt to the charge that from 1808 to 1914 
there had been codperation between the 
Democratic and Republican organizations 
with regard to legislation. 

In answer to request for names of po- 
litical leaders who are alleged to have 
been hostile to the franchise tax law, Mr. 
Roogevelt names Mr. Baanes, among 
others. 

Col. Roosevelt acknowledged that he is 
unable to give the names of the “ big 
moneyed men of both pofitical parties 
whose contributions to the organization 
in the past had been heavy and who pos- 
sessed so much influence in the news- 
papers and the business world that it was 
not safe to antagonize them " for the rea- 
son, he asserts, that Mr. Barnes ‘‘ omitted 
to mention them to the defendant when he 
made the foregoing statement concerning 
them.” 


Cites Bi-Partisan Efforts. 

He says that Tammany Hall and the 
Democratic organization was ready to, 
and did, work with the Republican or- 
ganization in defeating the Agnew-Hart 
racing bill in 1908 and the direct primary 
legislation in 1910.

Insurance Police Clew? 

One of Aurora's detectives slipped away 
from the bloodhounds, reporters, photog- 
raphers, and murder fans long enough to 
go over the ground surrounding the place 
‘where Emma Peterson was beaten to 
deatn Thursday night. 

.. As he fumbled in the dead leaves and 
dirt along the sidewalk a yellow piece 
of paper. attracted his attention. A line 
in heavy black type at the top of the 
paper read, ‘‘ Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York.” There 
was this name on the line in the middle 
of the piece of paper: ** Walter Klepfer.”’ 
“The ~detective inspected the paper 
closer. It was a receipt for two pay- 


" ‘ments on a life imeurance policy which 


had been taken out with the company in 
June, 1915. Two payments of 10 cents 
each had been made, The receipt was 
signed by M. C. Porter, agent. 


But Who Is Porter? 
- The local agent for the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company in Aurora did 
not know Porter. 

“The form of the receipt is the kind 
Usually issued to negroes,” the agent 
said. “Porter may have been working 
out of some other city, 
the. receipt may have purchased it in 
gome other city. “The only way to locate 
Porter ig to inquire at the home office of 
the company in New York.” 

Chief Michels took the receipt and 
started several detectives on a search of 
the city to find if a man named “ Walter 
Klepfer ’’* lived in Aurora. He sent de- 


or the holder of 
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tectives to the negro section and others to 
different parts of the city. 


First Tangible Clew. 

The last payment on the receipt was 
made Dec. 5, 1914. Telegrams were sent 
by the chief to the home office of the 
company and the branch offices of the 
company in Chicago were called on the 
telephone to see if they had an agent 


| named porter in their employ. 


Chief Michels ataches great importance 
to the finding of the receipt. It is the 
lirst clew which has given any name to 
work orm The city directory of Aurora 
dpes not give the name of ‘‘ Walter Klep- 
fer’’ and the police are of the opinior 
that he may have got to the city from 
some nearby town. 

While the lone detective ‘ sneaked "’ 
away to pick up the life insurance clew 
Chief Michels and other detectives were 
running down scores of clews, rumors, 
and reports which might throw some 
light on the identity of the slayer of three 
women in the Fox river valley city in the 
last year. 

The detectives picked up another woolen 
glove which matched the blood soaked 
one picked up a few feet from the scene 
of the crime Thursday night. It was a 
blue yarn glove with pink stripes and it 
was learned that the gloves were sold in 
Aurora by only one firm—Podolsky & 
Cohan. The store is two blocks from 
“ Little Hungary.” 


Investigate Glove sors. 
‘Every person who has purchased a 
pair of these gloves,’’ Chief Michels an- 
nounced, “will be investigated and 
brought before Mrs. Elizabeth Calkins, 
who saw the murderer with the long over- 
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coat bending over Miss Peterson a few 
minutes after she was slugged.”’ 

Not satisfied that the gloves were pur- 
chased in Aurora, Chief Michels dis- 
patched a detective to Chicago to find 
where the gloves are sold here. 


Woman Saw Him Stoop. 

Mrs. Calkins, on whom the police rely 
largely for the identification of the mur- 
derer, lives across the street from where 
the girl was slugged with a gaspipe. She 
heard the piercing scream of the girl and 
woked out of the window in time to see 
the assailant bending over his victim. 

‘Tie man stocd at the girl’s side mo- 
mentarily and then disappeared in the 
éark,”’ Mrs. Calkins said. 

It is the theory of the police that the 
man stooped to pick up the glove which 
had slipped, from his hand, but the glare 
of light from the window across the street 
caused him to hurry on without waiting 
to recover the poesible means of identi‘- 
cation 


Find Empty Whisky Bottles. 


In the warehouse back of the Aurora), 


eotton mills she detectives found two 
empty whisky bottles. The police believe 
the murderer spent the night in this ware- 
house. Edward La Chance, engineer at 
the mills, said he heard a noise in the 
back room of the warehouse curing the 
night and went back there.

James 
Williams, or Jess Willidms, as he is 
known, had been working. about the 
house performing chores and carting 
away the ashes. He had been tending 
the furnace at the Schwartz and other 
homes and doing odd jobs about town 
for the last few months. He was known 
as a “ booze fighter,” but thought to be 
harmless. 

The negro lives in a shack at the out- 
skirts of town, not far from the Schwartz 
estate. with a negro woman named Mrs. 
Griftin. Mrs. Griffin cannot be found. 

Williams worked in Chicago last fall. 
He is said to have had some trouble 
with W. H. Rivers, a negro porte?®, 
sometimes employed at the saloon of A. 
Bernstein at 101 West Forty-seventh 
street.

Then she rolled over unconscious. 
Mrs. Nachtigal carried her into the 
house and called up a physician and 
then Dr. Schwartz. 


AGED WOMAN’S STORY. 

Mrs. Sehwartz had succeeded, she told 
the physicians in a conscious moment, 
in pushing the dresser from the door. 
She had crawled to the front door and 
then to the rear door, to find both locked. 
She could not walk. Her arms. were 
torn and bleeding and three ribs had been 
broken by the negro’s vicious blows. 
She tried to call for help, she said, but 
her voice would not respond. 

The aged woman's throat was raw from 
the piece of rope which her aesailant had 
twisted about her neck to choke her 
cries. Great welts stood out on her 
neck where the skin had been scraped 
off in several places. Scratches on her 
face gave evidence of the struggle sho 
itried to make against the negro. A 
great bruise on her wrinkled features 
bore the mark of his fist. 


Falls Out Window. } 
When Mrs. Schwartz found she could 
not raise help she crawled to the window 
which the fugitive had leftopen. The sill 
is seven feet from the ground. Mrs. 
Schwartz told the doctors it seemed to 
take her an hour to drag herself up to 
the sill and fall out: The fall is believed 
to have injured her internally. 
Then she was enabled to struggle 
against unconsciousness long enough to 
drag herself on her stomach across the 
road and up the cement walk to the Nach- 
tigal cottage. Mrs. Nachtigal at once 
notified Sheriff Heeterman and Dr. J. H. 
Raach of Wheaton, and Dr. F. W. Ko- 
busch of Lombard. Two hoursiater Mrs. 
Schwartz's pulse was beating 150. and the 
physicians held but little hope of her liv- 
ing through the night. 

Little is known of Williams around 
Wheaton, as he moved into the Griffin 
Shack only a few monthsago. The other 
negroes in the town had little to do with 
him, as they considered him a worthless 
sort of fellow. The police knew him as 
a ‘‘ booze fighter,’ but never took the 
trouble to find out where he had come 
from or what his past record was. It was 
said he is known to the authorities of 
West Chicago and other of the neighbor- 
ing towns.

Efforts were made to 
locate them in Chicago and notify them

WASHINGTON, D. C. — [Special.}— 
Keeping count of the party pulse, 
Representative Frank Woods of lowa, 
chairman of the Republican national con- 
gressional campaign committee, does not 
believe the prohibition issue will be an im- 
portant factor in the national convention 
of either the Republican or the Demo- 
cratic party next summer.

“It seems to me that regardless of the 
interest taken in the prohibition issue, it 
will not come seriously into the conven- 
tion of 1916,” he gaid. “I do not think 
any attempt will be made to obtain a 
party pledge for national constitutional 
amendments on behalf either of prohibi- 
tion or woman suffrage. They have al- 
ways been state issues, and I think they

The 
Russians, well protected by their heavy over- 
coats, suffered little discomfort, but the Aus- 
trians, whose winter clothing had been cap- 


tured by the Russians in Lemberg, were less 


fortunate. 

In the northeast the Germans seem to have 
been surprised by the setting in of: cold 
weather in the first half of October, and, not 


having heavy clothing, they suffered severely. 


The Russians, on the other hand, were well 
protected, having fur caps covering both 
their heads and necks, and being otherwise 
well equipped with requisites for a fall and 
winter campaign. After their early attempts 
to crush Russia were unsuccessful, the Ger- 
mans prepared for winter fighting in Poland, 
for the troops which went to the front late 
in October were equipped with fur gloves 
and sheepskin coats. The Germans seem to 
have suffered from the cold all along the 
They commandeered all 
available clothing, furs, and sheepskins, and 
at Lodz the great cloth factories were kept 
working night and day to supply clothing. 

In the matter of general tactics of the war, 
it is unlikely that the Germans, even if they 
had been distinctly victorious in the east, 
would have thought of penetrating far Into 
Russia, to face, as did Napoleon, the might 
of Generals January and February. It is 
probable that the early German activity 
against Russia was at least in part due to the 
desire to gain a distinct advantage before 


the setting in of the rigorous Russian winter. 


The capture of Warsaw before winter would 
have greatly strengthened the German line in 
East Prussia, would have endangered the 
Russian frontier, and would have had a dis- 
tinct moral effect on the Poles. Further, if 
a large body of German troops could then 
have been transferred to France a new cam- 
paign against Paris might perhaps have been 
attempted during the milder French winter. 
Whatever may have been the other reasons 
for the Russian advance into Austrian 
Poland, it is clear that this southern route 
into Austrian and German territory woutd 
naturally offer certain important climatic ad- 
vantages. One of the reasons why Italy has 
so long kept out of the war is believed, by at 
least one authority, to be due to its desire to 
avoid a winter campain. 

* * 


Mild Weather Halts Campaign. 

Toward the latter part of October snow 
was interfering with the offensive of the 
Russian army in Poland by delaying the 
movement of its supplies. The German and 
Austrian troops, therefore, retreated less rtp- 
idly and made a more determined resistance. 
They were, however, themselves greatly ham- 
pered by a breakdown of their own supply 
trains. In December the whole German 
Polish campaign was practically at a stand- 
still, owing to the mild weather, which im- 


peded the movement of guns over the soft - 


ground and favored Russian trench digging. 

The weather of the eastern war zone has 
been the dominant control in the campaign 
throughout the winter. Every spell of mild 
weather has been accompanied by an !mme- 
diate slackening of military operations, owing 
to the difficulty of transportation. Every cold 
spell has stimulated military movements. 
Whenever the curve of temperature has gone 
up the curve of military activity has gone 
down, and whenever the curve of tempera- 
ture has gone down the curve of military 
activity has gone up. 

To follow these seesaws of weather and 
military operations in detail would be tedious 
and profitless at this time. In January the 
Germans were using ice breakers on the 
Masurian lakes in East Prussia to make it 
possible for their gunboats to remain effective 
and to prevent the Russians from crossing 
on the ice. As long as the rivers were open 
they have afforded protection to the Russian 
troops who were on the defensive behind 
them and prevented the Germans from cross- 
ing on the ice. Zero temperatures were ré- 
ported in Galicia early in January, and many 
‘soldiers have been frozen to death. There is 
an interesting and welcome human touch in 
a dispatch that, in Poland, by mutual acree- 
ment, neither side fired on the men of the 
other who were carrying straw to make their 
winter quarters in the deep trenches more 
comfortable. 

The Russians are more accustomed to 
severe cold than are the men from the west 


and south of Europe, and it was reasonable 


to expect that they would prosecute the war 
with little diminution of energy during the 
winter. They ate splendid cold weather 
fighters. Their midwinter military ma- 
nheuvers each year have taught them cold 
weather tactics. Von der Goltz also, when

German commander in eastern Prussia a few 
years ago, conducted experimental winter 
maneuvers along the lines followed by the 
contending armies in the campaign of 1806-07 
in that region, a campaign the horrers of 
which Von der Goltz has himself depicted in 
his book, “Jena to Eylau.” | 
*x* 

Petre, describing the night before the bat- 
tle of Eylau, says: “It requires a strong 
effort of the imagination to picture the hor- 
rors of that night. The valley and the 
heights on either side, deeply buried in snow, 
were lit by the bivouac fires of 120,000 men. 
The flames flickered in the icy north wind 
which swept along the position, carrying with 
it the smoke from the damp wood and the 
constantly falling snow. Not even the pale 
light of all these hundreds of fires could 
impart warmth to this arctic scene. The men 
crowded round the fires for warmth, hardly 
for rest; for what rest was possible in such 
circumstances? Between the opposing lines 
of fires stood the outposts of the armies and 
the sentries, who, on their cheerless posts, 
must have thought with envy even of their 
companions behind them.” The battle was 


fought in a winter tempest. ‘The snow pre-- 


vented the comthanders from seeing their 
troops, the howling north wind rendered it 
impossible for the soldiers to hear the word 


_of command. At times it was not possible to 


see ten yards off. The action at such mo- 
ments had the character of a night attack.” 
Von der Goltz says that the Russians were 
not allowed to have fires lest these should. 
betray the positions of the troops. 

The most dramatic achievements of the 
winter thus far have been the marches of the 
Russian armies over the mountain passes of 
the Carpathians, deep in snow. Fighting 
among the spurs and in the passes of the 
Carpathians has been terrific and carried on 
under extraordinary difficulties of severe cold, 
and bitter winds, and heavy snowstorms. 
Often the troops had to cross, waist deep, the 
icy waters of the mountain streams. The 
sufferings from frost bites and exhaustion are 

aeported to have been terrible. When we 
hear of snow three to six feet deep in Serbia 
it is not difficult to understand why Austria 
tried to crush Serbia before winter came on. 
| * 
Preparing to Fight the Cold. 

In the French and Belgian war zones the 

advances and retreats have seemed more like 


_ the tactics of a football game than of a war. 


It is impossible to follow the details in the 
present discussion. It has been a seesaw of 
~veather and military operations, much like 
that in the east. 

The “autumn chill” of the nights and 
early mornings of late September in the west- 
ern war zone roused the commanders to a 
realization of what was coming. On all sides 
there were sudden preparations fot winter. 
The German crown prince telegraphed to the 
emperor for winter socks and underclothing 
for his men. Germany ordered sheepskin 
clothing and fur coats from ‘Rotterdam. The 
French minister of war sent a circular to all 
the prefects requesting them to obtain, as 
rapidly as possible, supplies of woolen under- 
clothes, socks, gloves, and blankets for the 
use of the French soldiers during the winter. 
England made special provision for her In- 
dian troops in the way of mufflers and warm 
underwear; commandeered large quantities of 
woolen goods, and imported from this country 
rubber boots and cardigan jackets. . 

- From the United States the different na- 
tions have bought immense quantities: of 
sweaters, woolen socks, gloves and under- 
wear, blankets, paper vests, woolen boots, 
and millions of horseshoe calks. The fact 
that this war is being fought in the winter 


means hundreds of thousands of dollars to 


the manufacturers of winter supplies in the 
United States. _ 

The cold and rain and snow and sleet 
brought by the winter storms have made life 
in the trenches desperately wretched. Stand- 
ing or sitting in ice cold water of “half 
frozen slush,” and trying in vain to keep rea- 
sonably dry and warm, the troops have suf- 
fered terribly. Frozen hands and feet and 
deaths by freezing have been reported from 
both sides. The snow and cold made it neces- 
sary to shift the men in the trenches oftener. 
There was a marked increase of illness, espe- 
cially of throat and lung affections. 

* * 
Life in the Trenches, 

Hvery device was resorted to to make life 
in fhe trenches more bearable. The bottoms 
of the trenches were covered with straw and 
brush; fires were built, for which coal and 
coke were supplied when possible; oil stoves 
and braziers were used; corrugated iron roof- 
ing, the doors of houses, and planks were 
put over the trenches, and _ interlacing 
branches of trees were made into a rough 
sort of wicker work to prevent the embank- 
ments from crumbling away. The troops 
protected themselves with blankets and 
waterproof sheets, and guarded against the 
cold by wearing sheets of paper under heir 
uniforms. Dugouts were cut under the sides 
of the trenches for the men to sleep and take 
shelter in. These refuges were raised some- 


what above the bottom of the trenches, so . 


that they were dry in wet weather. 

The difficulties encountered in trying to 
move heavy guns through the deep mud and 
“slush” of Flanders were often! insurmount- 
able. When the heavy guns had to be aban- 
doned lighter ones were substituted. More- 
over, the frequent changes in the weather 
caused serious trouble. A day of cold froze 
the ground and facilitated movements of the 
troops and supplies, but at the same time 
often interposed serious obstacles in the way 
of great stretches of ice, on which horses and 
motor trucks were useless. Thousands’ of 
men were engaged at such times in throw- 


ing earth over the ice to prevent interruption —

Great efforts have been made by both sides 
to keep the roads in condition for motor 
traffic. 

In a French official statement issued Jan. 4 
we read: “In general, the perceptible abate- 
ment which can be noted in our active of- 
fensive. should be attributed to the incessant 
rains, which soak the ground and make oper- 
ations everywhere almost impossible.” Under 
such conditions food supplies could not be 
sent forward to the troops. 

About mid-November a severe westerly 


storm with rain and high winds swept the — 


waters of the North sea far inland through 
the big locks at Nieuport, which had been 
opened in order that the German advance 
over the lowlands might be checked. Thus 
the heavy rains and high winds helped the 
allies. In some cases the Germans were ab- 
aolutely cut off by the floods, and were re- 
ported as literally washed out of their 
trenches. Fighting in water was an every- 
day affair, and when the men were com- 
pletely exhausted with fighting and witli the 
cold, and when the weather was at its worst, 
hostilities temporarily ceased. 

The whole period from Jan. 5 to 15 was 
marked by wretched weather—rain, snow, 
wind, fog, and mud—and all operations slack- 


ened. The French retreat across the Alsne 
at one point about the middle of January | 


was reported to have been due to the fact 
that bridges had been carried away by floods 
and the allies’ lines of communication were 


endangered. In one dispatch it was reported 


that, although the allies were in a bad plight, 
they had the consolation of knowing that 
their enemies were in a worse plight, for the 
latter had the wind and rain in their faces. 
This was the rainy westerly wind, directly 
off the water. 

One advantage of the soft ground for the 
allies was that the German howitzer shells 
sank some depth before they detonated, and 
much of their energy was therefore spent 
upward, throwing the mud about. Washing 
and shaving in the trenches were impossible. 
Water bottles froze and had to be thawed 
out. | 

Foggy and misty weather has frequently 
played its part, hampering the action of artil- 
lery on Jand and again and again causing a 
cessation of hostilities. As a curiously un- 
expected meteorological phenomenon came the 
report Jan. 13 of a sandstorm in the dunes 
along the coast. In the last week of October 
snow fell in the Vosges in considerable 
amounts and also at several points along the 
French frontier. By the middle of Novem- 


ber temperatures below freezing were report- 
ed all along the western battle front. And 
early in December the advance guards in the 
passes of the Vosges were fighting in snow 
two feet deep-in the rigorous climate of those 
mountains. Early in January the French 
Alpine troops charged down the slopes of the 
Vosges on skis and routed the enemy. 

The French colonial troops, especially those 
from Africa, are stated to have been “ be- 
numbed by the cold.” While, in general, the 
troops from warmer latitudes may be expect- 
ed to suffer more from cold than those from 
farther north, there are many cases in his- 
tory which contradict this expectation. When 
Napoleon went to Russia his French troops 


endured the cold better than did the Poles 


and North Germans. ‘In the Balkan cam- 
paign of 1877 the Russians suffered more 
than the Turks. Over and over again men 
from colder climates have not proved them- 
selves superior in prowess or endurance to 
the men from more genial latitudes. In the 
present war we should remember that the 
Gurkha Indian troops are essentially high- 
landers, and by no means incapacitated for 
hard marching and fighting in the cold. 
x * 
Fog Factor in Modern Warfare. 

There are many respects in which the 
weather is of more importance in warfare 
today than it ever was in the past. The use 
of searchlights and aeroplanes in ‘directing 
ordnance fire and the greatly increased mor- 
tality caused by modern artillery make the 
protection of troops, in trenches or other- 
wise, of essential importance. A low cloud, 
a fog, a snowstorm, a heavy rain may give 
just the protection needed and yet not Inter- 
fere with the free movement of the troops. 
In this very war the surrender of Namur was 
hastened by a heavy fok, which enabled the 
Germans to plant their siege guns in a good 
position and without danger to themselves. 

In the matter of aeroplanes and airships 
warfare is far more dependent on weather 
conditions than it ever was. It seems to be 
a fairly well established point that in order 
to have his reconnaissance of real value the 
observer in an aeroplane must, unless the 
weather is unusually clear, come down low 
enough to be in danger from gun and rifle 


- fire. Fogs and low clouds obscure the sur- 


face from an aerial observer. Wind may 
wholly . interfere with his work at a time 
when his report is most needed. 

The increasing numbers of London fogs 
with the coming on of autumn led to great 
anxiety in London on account of possible 


end of September to ascertain whether 


searchlights can detect a Zeppelin even 
through a fog. A warning was issued by 
aviation experts to the effect that an attack 
on London was most likely on a clear, calm 
night. Foggy and misty weather, cold, and 
high winds have hampered aerial reconnats- 
sance, but the aviators of both sides seem 


to have carried out successful work in spite’ 


of the winter storms. When, however, bright 
calm days have intervened between the 
stormy spells, the advantages for the aviators 
have always been mentioned in the dis- 
patches. That the airmen have suffered from 
the cold is evident from the fact that they 
have been obliged to come down because of 
frozen feet and hands. 

In the wintry gales over the channel and 
the North sea England probably has had her 
most valuable ally against a general Zeppelin 
raid, but the intervals between storms may 
yet prove the Germans’ opportunity. The 
German aeroplane which dropped a bomb 
over Dover in late December “escaped in 
the mist” from the British aeroplapes which 
pursued it. In the Christmas day aerial raid 
by the British upon Cuxhaven the atmos- 
phere was so thick that it was difficult for the 
airmen to achieve their purpose. It is ob- 
vious that a fog gives aviators their best 
chance of safety, but, on the other hand, they 
cannot pick out their targets. In the Ger- 
man air raid of Jan. 19 a mist prevented the 
airmen from aiming their bombs with ac- 
curacy and also prevented effective pursuit of 
and successful shooting at the invaders. 

It is not difficult to realize how sezious the 
lack of a daily European weather map must 
be in the whole aerial campaign. Germany 
in particular, if she plans a general Zeppelin 
raid on England, must find the lack of obser- 
vations from the British isles most serious. 
German meteorological observers followed 
the German army closely in Belgium, and 


_ meteorological stations were at once estab- 


lished at Brussels, Ostend, and Zeebrugge. 
These observers have doubtless been issuing 
local weather forecasts for the use of the 
military staff. 
* 
Submarines Best in Bad Weather. 

So far as the naval side of the war is con- 
cerned, there has thus far been little to note 
on the meteorological aspects. With the ap- 
proach of winter and the increase of stormy 
weather over the northern seas, it was rea- 
sonable to expect losses due to gales, and 
thick weather, and fogs, and to suffering 
from the cold. Rough water and fog make 


Zeppelin attacks. Tests were made at the the approach of a submarine difficult or impos- 
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sible to see, and therefore help the attacking 
vessel. Submarines do their best work in the 
worst weather. We note that the weather 


-was “bitterly cold” at the time when the 


British cruiser Hawke was torpedoed, so that 
the chances of saving the men who were 
struggling in the water were greatly lessened. 

Special precautions must be taken to guard 
against collision, shipwreck, and submarine 
attack in winter. The German fleet has per- 
haps been waiting for a winter gale to scatter 


‘the British ships. On Dec. 5 the British 


cruiser Venus was driven ashore in one of the 
winter storms. A spell of foggy and misty 
weather was chosen for the German raid on 


the east coast of England in mid-December. : 


Such an expedition was to be expected as 
soon as the winter storms made it more dif- 
ficult for the English ships to maintain a 
close blockade. According to English reports, 
a half hour and a fog saved the German 
squadron from annihilation. Fog also played 
a part in the naval engagement off Cuxhaven 
late in January. 

Fogs over the water and land have several 
times prevented the shelling of the German 
trenches by the allied fleet, whose gunfire ou 
clear days has been so effective. It is obvious 
that the navy whose ‘vessels can remain 
safely in port has the advantage over the one 
whose vessels are doing patrol duty on a 
stormy sea. Should there be a naval engage- 
ment after a severe gale, when the British 
fleet has been disorganized and scattered, the 
advantage, other things being equal, would 
lie with the Germans, whose crews would be 
fresh and whose vessels would be in the best 
condition, coming directly from the harbor. 
Archangel, which has served as an important 
port for the allies, was kept open by means 


of ice breakers at least as late as the first 


week of January. 

It is a notable fact that the Japanese and 
English fleets advanced to the attack of 
Tsingtau under the cover of a mist. Fur- 
ther, the naval engagement off the coast of 
Chile early in November was fought in the 
teeth of a “ norther” which “ reached hurri- 
eane strength.” Small boats could not live 
in the rough sea and hence there was great 
loss of life. 
larger ships at a disadvantage. The Good 
Hope found her guns almost useless because 
of the ship’s rolling. 

*x* * 
Slow Progress in Asiatic Area, 

From the Asiatic war area we have had 
rather few reports regarding the climatic ob- 
stacles in the war. The well known extreme 
winters of the Armenian highlands made it 
clear at the outset that but little progress 
would be made by either side in that partic- 
ular region before spring. One report says: 
“Clad in every variety of garment to keep 
warm, including Turkish robes and wide 
flowing Kurdish ‘coats, the Russians are hud- 
dling in every shelter hut, and in the farm- 
houses, cow sheds, stables, and storehouses. 
Wherever possible the roofs have been cut 
out so that bonfires may be safely built 
within.” 

Frequent mention has been made of the 
cold and the snow. In the crushing blow 
which the Russians dealt the Turks early 
in January in the Caucasus three days 
of the battle were during a violent snow- 
storm. The Turks fought with great 
bravery and determination against heavy 
odds, for the roads along which they had 
to retreat were blocked by deep snows, 
which necessitated the abandonment of many 
cannon and supplies. The Turkish army 
crossed the mountains at high altitudes in 
spite of zero weather. Hundreds of Turkish 
bodies were found frozen in the snow. 

A strong Turkish movement, with heavy 
artillery, to the Suez canal is bound to be 
difficult and slow, by reason of the interven- 
ing desert. Of all the obstacles which stand 
in the way of a marching army a ‘lesert is 
one of the greatest. There is the difficulty of 
supplying water and food and of moving the 
guns through the sand. The Turks have 
realized that a desert is more readily crosséd 
in winter than in the heat of summer, as Is 
evidenced by their activity near the canal 
toward the end of January. In expectation 
of the coming of the Turkish troops the Enz- 
lish had filled up many wells in the desert. 

* 
Similar to Previous Wars, 

Thus throughout the area of the great war 
the weather from day to day is playing its 
part in the campaign. Modern military 
tactics, modern armament, modern methods 
of all kindé, have not in any way eliminated 
the weather element as a factor of the great- 
est importance , 

The story of the present war does not, thus 
far, read so differently from that of the 
stories of previous wars in the same coun- 
tries. In 1586 the Spanish, as related by 
Motley, encountered such terrible rains on the 
Meuse that they retreated. A previous fall 
of Namur, in 1692, was largely due to he@vy 
rains which prevented the English from 
crossing the river and meeting the besieging 
French army. The English in Flanders in 
1708-9 endured great hardships on account of 
deep. snows, which blocked the roads. The 
cold was intense and the troops, who were 
short of firewood, suffered severely. The 
Duke of Marlborough wrote (1708): “Till 
this frost yields we can neither break ground 


for our batteries nor open our trenches.” - 


The French, in Poland, in 1806-7, found mad 
three feet deep, drenching rains, driving sleet, 
melting snow and icy streams. In the 
Franco- n war of 1870-1, over the 
same historic ground in France, we read of 
torrential rains, floods, icy roads, muddy 
fields, and the sufferings on account of cold. 

So the story goes on, from_age to age, from 
one war to the next. War and the weather: 
they are related today, as they were in the 
past, and as they will be until war shall

companying photograph The safe 


is constructed with three walle of man- 


ganese steel, the outer and middle walls 
being perforated, the inner walls solid. 
These walls are separated by air apaces. 
The perforations in the outer walls do 
not register with those in the middle wali, 
so it is impossible to work a drill through 
from the outside to the solid interfor 
wall. There are three doors of mangan- 
ese steel, one for each wall, each with its , 
own set of bolts, and all arranged to swing 
on a single hinge. 

The object of perforating the walls is to 
preclude the possibility of confining gases 
generated by explosives, and thus thwart 
the bank robber who depends upon blow- 
ing open a safe with nitroglycerin. 

To prove the efficiency of this safe a 
test safe was made of soft steel, with Pts 
door held fn place by five-eighths inch 
cap screws in place of the regular bolts, 
Five and a half ounces of nitroglycerin 
were exploded behind the outer walls of 
the safe without doing any damage, and 
after the explosion the door opened freely.

Teste Man’s Horse Power. 


The superintedent of a sanitarium in 
Battle. Creek, Mich., has invented an 
apparatus for testing the strength of his 
patients and recording it in terms of horse 
-power. The machine consists of a bicycle 
with its front and rear wheels removed 
and its sprockets geared to a brake wheel. 
Straps run over the shoulders of the 
individual whose strength is to be tested 
and are attached tothe floor. This enables 
him to use more power on the pedals. In 
jthe .test he is required to keep the 
machine going at a predetermined rate. 
While he works the brake is gradually 
applied on the brake wheel until the fric- 
tiom load is such that the rider is unable 
to “‘make the grade.” The period at 
which he is forced to give up determines 
the horse power he Js able to develop. 
With this machine it has been shown that 
the average horse power of a normal man 
is one-fifth and that of a woman one-

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“WorkinG Wonners with the 
‘STRAWBERRY ‘DARREL

) OW. is the strawberry barrel? This greeting has met me so man 

times since I first put the empty barrel out in the yard that 

\ now expect it instead of the stereotyped health inquiry. It 
certainly did excite considerable curiosity when the empty dark 

green barrel, pierced with so many holes that it looked like an 

exaggerated sieve, was placed on its wooden platform in the 


It so happens that my 50x50 farm is on a terrace at the rear of the 
dwelling house and when the barrel made its appearance the neighbors 
were quite evenly divided in their conjecture as to whether it was a modified 
animal cage or a small fort with embrasures for a six shooter to keep invaders 
from the adjacent melon patch. When I announced that it was my intention to 
raise strawberries in, through, about and all over the barrel and that in each of 
the one hundred and fourteen holes there would be a plant, with a little garden 
on top, much interest was aroused. Likewise a good deal of incredulity. As 
the experiment progressed, I found myself answering as many questions about 
the daily condition of that barrel as a mother does concerning a new baby. 


Early in February, 1913, while 
lunching in the city with some other 
amateur gardeners, all commuters, 
the growing of strawberries was dis- 
cussed, and one man allowed that he 
knew a man who was acquainted 
with another man, who had a friend, 
whose uncle had grown strawberries 
in @ barrel successfully. I was de- 
termined to try it, for, if it could be 
done, it meant a great deal to a man 


with a small garden or even with no 


garden. . , 


Fist of all, I selected the best 
appearing old sugar barrel I had 
in the cellar. It was in pretty good 


shape considering that it had helped 


me move several times. It had wire 
hoops and these I fastened to each 
stave with a double-headed nail, such 
as is sometimes used to nail chicken 
wire with, clinching the nail on the 
inside, After the barrel had been 
thus rendered uncollapsible, I started 
to make the holes. I used an exten- 
sion bit, and believe me, it was some 
work to make those one hundred and 
fourteen holes. 

It was well that the staves had all 
been nailed to each of the hoops or 
the barrel would have collapsed be- 
fore many of the holes had been 
bored. Across the bottom of the 
barrel, boards were nailed 
and small holes bored to 
admit casters, the idea being 
that the barrel would be 
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turned half way around each 
day so that all sides would 
get an equal amount of sun- 
shine. Then after a few 
small holes were made in the 
bottom for drainage, the bar- 
rel was painted inside and 
out, a dark green. The in- 
side was painted to preserve 
the wood and the outside for 
appearance sake. 
jj While waiting for the 
plants to arrive, good rich 
#| earth was sifted and heaped 
at hand with some sheep ma- 


nure for the planting. We had 
snow flurries on April seventh, but 
on the ninth the Wm, Belt plants, 
that had been ordered several weeks 
before, arrived and the planting 
began. 

First, stones were put in the bot- 
tom of the barrel for drainage and 
then a layer of earth, then sheep ma- 
nure, then earth up to the first line 
of holes. Then planting began 
for the bottom row of holes, put- 
ting the leaves out through the 
successive holes in that tier. 
More earth was put in 
and the roots were well 
bedded ; then manure, 
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through the earth, being careful not to

half a dozen plants placed on

there was a quantity of manure not 
directly touching the roots, but giy.

y the settling of the earth, the 
“pulling in” being, of course, mneh 
greater near the top of the barrel, 
It was not long before I found that 
mistakes had been made; first, the 
boards I had nailed on the bottom 
to hold the casters were too light, 
and although they rolled up and 
down the wooden platform very 
easily when the barrel was empty, 
it was quite different when it was 
full of earth. Presently, therefore, 
one of the boards cracked, a caster 
came out and the barrel could not be 
turned. Second, if the earth had 
been packed more firmly it would 
not have settled enough to draw any 
of the plants in and out of sight. 
Third, the watering should have been 


more frequent and at regular 


intervals. 


The barrel plants require much 
more attention than those on the 


ground, as the evaporation is much 


greater. I was careless about the 
watering and several times waited 
until the plants were withering be- 
fore giving them a drink. The best 
way to get the n amount of 
moisture to each plant was found to 
be by poking two or three holes down 


injure the roots, and then letting’ the 
for two or three hours. If that had been done 


every week the plants would be in even better condition than they are. Contrary 
to expectations, some of the plants bore in June, but most of the blossoms were 
pinched off, so that the plants might get a good atart before bearing. 

When the plants began to throw out runners, oi of the ladies of the family 


brought into use the ubiquitous hairpin, and by fastening a good 


vigorous runner 


into each vacant hole with one of those first aids for everything the barrel was 
completely covered with a luxuriant growth of fine plants. 

During the winter the barrel can remain out of doors, enveloped in leaves or 
straw held in place by strips of old matting, leaving the top uncovered except by 
& mulch of leaves or salt hay. The plants will then have the benefit of the mois- 


ture from the rainfalls and melting snows.

My capital was nearly nothing, and 
the wonderfully full seck-ot nine hens, 
a pet dog and two cats. In a year the 
family had multiplied to two hundred 
hens, twelve ducks, eight guinea fowls 
and twenty-two pigeons, and, in addi- 
tion, I had sold enough eggs and young 
of all sorts and kinds to cover increase 


feed. 

After the first year ines went by 
leaps and jumps until we had one thou- 
sand laying hens, ten incubators, and 
oof brooder tne Blan Sage - a 
oughly well-equipped poultry plant a 
a profitable business which more than 
paid all our expenses and left a very 
comfortable surplus. 

We will suppose you have two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars to invest. The 
first step is to find a small farm of ten 
to twenty acres within twenty miles of 
a city and one or so from a depot. Insist 
on a long lease with option of purchase ; 
rent must not exceed fifteen dollars a 
month. Good water is essential ; ground 
sandy, and see that there is a fair bara 
and chicken house on the premises. (No 
new houses were built on my place until 
the second fall). 

Remember, there will the furni- 
ture moving to pay for, twenty-five dol- 
lars; lamps, stoves, washtubs, the in- 
dispensable tools, spade, pick, rake, hoe, 
saw, axe, hammer, screw-driver, chisel, 
imlet and a wheelbarrow must 

ught. Liberally, a hundred 
must be allowed for this. 

Once settled in the new quarters, look 
over the chicken house, and, unless espe- 
cially well built, obtain one of the 
roofing papers which come in rolls of 
two hundred and fifty square feet and 
cover the building. Freedom from damp 
or draught is as important to success 
as cleanliness, To be sanitary, a chick- 
en house must be thoro white- 
washed once a month durin warm 
months, and whenever weather permits 
during the winter. .A building twenty- 
a feet by twelve will accomodate fifty 
ens. i :

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because ‘it is not only the carbonate of 
lime in the shell which is needed, but 
also phosphate of lime in the white of 
the egg, to be converted into bone for 
the future chick. These two forms of 
lime are created by the gastric juices 
which arise from the action of diges- 
tion; so, as hens have no teeth, they 
only properly digest food when they have 
some bard, sharp material to act as 
grindstones in the gizzard, where the 
process of mastication takes place. For 
this reason they must always have a 
plentiful supply of grit before them. 


D'scussions about albuminoids, 


carbons and balanced rations were 
most confusing to me before I became 
versed in pou lore, so I will omit all 
such technical jargon, and tell me just 
how our hens are fed. Breakfast is 
served at 9 a. m., and consists of mash 
made in the following proportions: One 
quart of finely-chop clover hay just 
covered with scalding water, closely coy- 
ered and allowed to steam for three 
hours, after which add one pint each of 
ground corn and oats and screenings. 
Then it is mixed into a rather dry mash,

At 12 o’c Kaffir corn, millet or 
cracked corn is scattered broadcast 
among the litter, to encourage the birds 
to, scratch and take necessary exercise. 

At suppertime, which is four o'clock, 
in the ter, they have all the whole 
corn they will eat. You should feed 
slowly, and scatter all over the floor, 
so that every bird will have a chance 
to get a fair share. 


After we have gone through all the 
houses, we go back to the first one and 
give a little more corn if there are any 
more hungry-looking birds hanging about, 
and in every flock there are usually a 
few timid ones who need such special 
care. At the same time we throw down 
about a pint of small grain, Kaffir corn, 
wheat or millet, so that the birds will] 
have something to scratch for when 
they get down from the roosts in the 
morning, instead of moping about until 
breakfast time. 

Vegetable food is furnished by cab- 
bage, yg © or beets. The two latter 
are cut in halves and nailed to a block 
of wood on the side wall, and cabbages 
are hung up bythe roots, so that the 
birds have to jump up and down to pick 
them. Four days a week the nih is

the earth between the rows and as 
near to the roots as possible, with- 
out injuring them, I mude a little

inches from the plants. These ditches 
came to a focus at the end of the 
rows and opened into the connecting 
ditch, the end of the hose was laid 
and a small stream allowed to flow. 


When any of the parallel ditches had . 


more than its share of water the 
trowel and a little mud soon turned 
the supply into other ditches. Two 
hours’ use of the hose, in conjunction 
with the ditches, thoroughly moist- 
ened the earth about the roots of all 
the plants and the moisture did not 
evaporate for several days. After ar- 
ranging the hose and turning on the 
water, force of gravity would do the 
rest and there was therefore a sav- 
ing of time, which is important to 
the city worker whose hours in the 
garden are usually so limited. 
Anyone, who likes, can have fresh 
strawberries even if he has no gar- 
den. All that is needed is a barrel, 
earth, fertilizer and the plants—and 
a crop of berries can be raised. If 
one has a garden, by all means have 
some of the Fall-bearing plants.
